O we as a nation, a community and individually, fully appreciate the 
heroic bravery, the noble unselfishness, the suffering and giving up 
of all that is precious—such as was freely and gladly and bravely 
offered by our fathers, sons and brothers for our protection and happiness 
that civilization should not perish from the earth? 

What can we give in return for so much that was so generously given? 
There is one thing that we should not do, and that is to allow time to dim 
in the slightest our remembrances. It is true of those who have lost a loved 
one in the war that time will not heal their wounds, but to those of us who 
were more fortunate and whose dear ones have returned or are about to 
return, let us not forget those who will never return—whose bodies lie upon 
the battlefields, far from home, “over there.”

In recognition of this purpose, this 
House is co-operating with the leading sculptors of the country, offering to the Common- 
wealths and Municipalities a series of designs, each of which offers an original conception 
by the sculptor whose name appears below each illustration. To properly execute these 
medals requires experience and time. Steel dies are engraved on a reducing machine, thus 
preserving the freshness of the design executed by the sculptor. 

Space has been left blank on the medals for the insertion of proper inscription. 

Where the award is to the officers and soldiers in the United States service, it is 
appropriate to’ have the medal pendant by. a suitable ribbon from a concealed pin Where 
the award is from a City it may take the form of a placque or War medal. 

Placques, ae of sculptor’s model in enlarged size, may be placed in the State 


Capitol or in the Municipal Building, to serve as an interesting wall decoration. 
Commissions to design and furnish appropriate medals will receive most careful attention.
